between all belligerents. 


One entente diplomat predicted yes- 


terday that peace exchanges will begin 
between the powers before the springr 
operations are started. He based his 
view on the conviction that Germany's 
maneuvers now are deliberately cal- 
culated to bring about a. discussion, 
and that Count Czernin's peace speech, 
directed primarily at President Wilson, 
•was intended as much, for .Germany as 
for Austria. 


The belief is generally held here that 


both Germany and 
Austria-Hungary 


are in earnest, and that the speeches of 
t.he 
German 
chancellor 
and Count 


Ozernin were by no means all camou- 
flage. 


Jt was officially stated yesterday that 


President "Wilson had not received 
copy of Count Czernin's speech on Aus- 
tro-Hungarian peace terms in advance 
or otherwise, and so far has seen only 
abstracts from the address. 


Administration authorities expressed 


the opinion that the conciliatory tone 
adopted by Count Caernin was largely 
for political effect in the Teutonic em- 
pires, and also in entente countries. 


The defeat of the Italian army, it 


was pointed out, also had a favorable 
effect on the rank and file of the people 


the dual monarchy. 
Nevertheless,

This is 
not due to lack of supplies of livestock, 
but to difficulty in transporting- the 
meat. The normal tendency of such a 
scarcity would be to advance the price 
to retailers and consumers ont of line 
with costs of production. This must 
not happen.

prices representing more than a normal 
average margin above cost, and to dis- 
tribute such meat as is available fairly 
among customers. You are directed to 
enforce this order.

Their greatest heip is through their ac- 
tivity in eating- harmful insects, their 
eggs and larvae. 
"Without 
this con- 


stant aid, we would be powerless to 
protect our trees and crops from the 
ravages of caterpillars, beetles, borers, 
and such, creatures. We "have many 
terrible examples of 
what 
happens 


when a species overcomes its natural 
enemies that, under normal conditions, 
hold it in check. 
The devastation 


caused by the rapid increase of 
the 


gipsy and ferown-tail moths throughout 
New England, the cotton-boll weevil in 
the south, and the injurious fruit scales 
in California, all show the effects of 
such insect invasion;-* 
These ravenous 


creatures cause an annual loss to our 
forestry and timber interests of at least 
5100,000,000, as is shown by figures is- 
sued by the U. S. department of agri- 
culture. 


Much valuable data' has been com- 


piled by the U. S. biolog-ical survey, at 
Wash ing: ton, and by various state de- 
partments, notably in Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire and Pennsylvania. In 
these papers it will be found stated, to 
quote Chapman, "that the stomach of a 
single cedar wax wins contained 100 
canker worms, that one cuckoo had 
eaten 250 caterpillars, that 454 plant- 
lice were found in the .stomach of one 
chickadee, that a nightha.wk had made 
a meal on

Consider the food of a robin: Insects,

tivated fruit, S per cent: miscellaneous 
vegetable food. 5 per cent. Such a rec- 
ord alone should protect any bird from 
destruction and when we add the rob- 
in's aesthetic value to his economic 
worth—add his cheerful sons to his 
beneficial appetite—the killing- of such 
a bird is truly criminal. And yet the 
laws of eight of our states allowed the 
killing- and sale of robins until the 
coming of the federal migratory bird' 
law, which provides government pro- 
tection for the robin for ill time.

The seeds of noxious weeds cause but 


little less loss to man than do the at- 
tacks of insects. The I". S. biological 
survey has published many interesting 
reports on the examination of

Professor Bealc found 700 


seeds of pigeon grass in the stomach of 
a tree sparrow, and estimates that this 
species destroys S75 tons of weed-seed 
annually in Iowa alone. A snow-bunt- 
ing had eaten 1000 pig-weed seeds; the 
stomach of a bob-white contained 5000 
seeds of pigeon grass and a mourning 
dove consumed 7500 seeds of 
yellow 


Wood sorrel. 


Another, important service the birds 


render for man, particularly the agri- 
culturist and orchardist. is in the de- 
struction of harmful rodents. A con- 
siderable percentage of the heavy ex- 


pense borno by the farmer is caused by ' 
rats and by field mice of many species, i 
These cause great damage to the crops. | 
both in the tield an'd when stored. Dur- I 
ing tho winter, many young fruit trees j 
are badly injured or killed outright by 
the mice which gnaw the tender bark, 
girdling the trunk and stripping the 
larger roots. Hawks, owls and crows 
are constant destroyers of these crca- . 
lures. They ai-e killed occasionally by j 
gulls and herons also. 


Gulls and cows are also valuable as 


scavengers, keeping our harbors and 
beaches clear of refuse 
that 
would 


otherwise spread coutag-ion. The black i 
vulture and "turkey buzzard" render 
similar services in the southern states. 


Of all our birds none offers a better ' 


record than bob-white. He is entirely I 
beneficial in every habit and does abso"- 
lutoly no harm. He is resident with us 


the entire year, destroying- 145 species 
of insects during the summer and 129 
kinds of harmful weed-seeds in winter 
He is a bird of beautiful plumage and 
cheery whistle. One would suppose 
that every farmer would rise in his de- 
fense against those who regard him 
only as a game bird. Unfortunately he 
is not often appreciated in 
his own 


fields, and to the average fanner bob- 
white is only something to shoot and 
eat. 
AVe trust that tho extensive edu- 


cational campaign carried

any adverse criticism that might be 
inado by those who know little or 
nothing of sanitary and health 
con- 


ditions at Camp Devens that Ijieut- 
Col. W. A. Powell, division surgeon, and 
Major J. Ij. Siner, division sanitary 
officer, yesterday afternoon gave out 
a detailed description of what has been 
dona and what is being:'done to safe- 
guard the health of Uie men of New 
.England's share of the draft army. 


Since the camp opened there have 


been 29 deaths among the men. 
Pneu- 


monia is reported to be rampant in 
some other camps. 
There have been 


41 cases of it here, and of these eight 
have proved fatal. 


Children's Diseases Common 


Children's diseases have been the 


most common. Measles, mumps, chicken 
pox, whooping cough, scarlet fever and 
such complaints have all been felt, 
especially the measles. 
At present 65 


companies are in quarantine, compris- 
ing about SOOO men. 


The number of cases o£ each dis- 


ease that luive been treated follow: 
Measles, 400 cases; scarlet fever. 4; 
raeuiiigritis, 
•!, two of which proved 


fatal; whooping cough, 1; anthrax, i; 


4], eight of which proved fatal; diph- 
theria, 11; typhoid, 1.

camps these figures place Devens near
